Stevenson was cautious in his 
approach to the touchy subject 
of health insurance. Earlier 
Democratic programs of com- 
pulsory medical insurance were 
labeled “socialized medicine” 
by the American Medical Asso- | 
ciation.

Probably nothing contributes 
more to an individual's sense of 
well-being, once his basic needs 
for food, clothing and shelter 


are met, than good health. |, 
believe that in developing a 
national health program, we 


should and will accept the fol- 
lowing principles 

1. Access to good medical 
care is a basic human right in 
a civilization founded, as ours 
is, on the dignity and worth of 
the individual human being. 

2. The Federal Government 
should do, toward promoting 
health in America, only what 
cannot be done—or as a prac- 
tical matter will not be done— 
privately or through any other 
agency. 

3. The pursuit of knowledge, 
in medicine as in all other 
fields, must be free and the 
practice of medicine must rest 
upon a private relationship be- 
tween the patient and doctor. 

GOALS OF A NATIONAL 

HEALTH PROGRAM 
The fundamental purpose of 


a national health program is 
quite simply to improve the 
health of all our people. To do 
this requires, in addition to 
such accepted and on-going 


programs as those to assure the 
purity of our food and drugs, 
the safety of our water supplies, 
protection against epidemics, 
and so on, progress toward four 
major goals. 


First, we must make sure 
that medical research, which 
underlies all medical progress, 
is not held back by lack of 


funds. 

Second, we must train egough 
doctors, dentists, specialists, 
nurses, and other medical per- 
sonnel so that all genuine needs 
for medical care can be met 

Third, we must build enough 
hospitals and other facilities 


that all genuine needs for in- 
stitutional care can be satisfied 

Fourth we must assure 
against anyone's being denied 
good medical care tor financial 
reasons 

These goals are set high, as 
they ought to be, for we must 
aim high if we are to make the 
most of our opportunities. They 
will not be accomplished in a 
dav or a year or perhaps in a 
decade, but they should guide 
and’ inspire our actions We

Furthermore, many women 
are still following laundry pro- 
cedures which are not necessary

For instance, when the ques-

Heat and Cold Proof. 

Just a few principal points 
should be kept in mind. The 
storage wall should be built of 
the same kind of lumber as the 
rest of the home, so it doesn’t 
stand out in bold relief as an 
afterthought. If the house has 
been built of fir boards and 
battens, then the outer walls 
of the carport storage wall will 
work best if they too are de- 
signed in the same pattern. 

Have the carpenter or build« 
er build a good frame of fir 
2x4s and cover the outside with 
the desired matching siding. 
You can then pack insulation 
in between the studs before 
you apply the sheathing inside 
the cellar. This will insure a 
good heat and cold-proof room, 
ideal for food storage. 

You need not paint the in- 
terior of the food cellar unless 
you want to try your own hand 
at painting, but it will certainly 
look much more cheerful and 
presentable if it is painted.

-However, out of the 
first amount they produced, the 
first 500,000 CCs did not go to 
the Polio Foundation, whiich 
advanced the money, but was 
shipped to the drug companies’ 
regular commercial distributors.

America,” published in 1955. 

The people of St. Louis do not 
seem to know that- they themselves 
own such a priceless bit of “wild 
America” in the very heart of their 
city. 

Left to them to enjoy forever by 
that other English naturalist, Henry 
Shaw, it was his intent that a por- 
tion of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den known as the North American 
Tract should remain as a natural 
preserve. Here, with its native Mis- 
souri trees, its pond and a small open 
meadow, is a haven for quail, red- 
wing and cove, and the semi-annual 
marvel of migrating flocks. 

But the lagoon will be drained 
and the “wildness” of this spot is to 
be destroyed. Once gone, the native 
beauty will be gone forever. For 
by an amazing financia! transaction 
some six and two-tenths acres of the 
North American Tract have been 
“sold” to the national council of the 
Federated Garden Clubs of Amer- 
ica for the erection. of an office 
building and parking lot! 

If the Federated Garden Clubs 
need an office building, and if the 
money for it is available, why should 
it not be built in one of the blighted 
areas of St. Louis? Surely there can 
be no objection to improving one of 
the many unsightly spots of the city. 

Why should this one spot of nat- 
ural beauty be destroyed? 

Are the present stewards of the 
Garden on safe légal ground when 
they sell 10 per cent, or any portion, 
of the land of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden to any individual or to any 
organization, however worthy?

India’s objections to the proposed statute of 
the International Atomic Energy Agency have 
raised a difficult question. Expressing not only 
its own feelings but those of other underdevel- 
oped countries, India contends that the statute, 
which is now in the presumably final stages of 
formation at United Nations headquarters, is 
“loaded” in favor of the great powers which 
already poszess atomic energy. 

The statute provides that when the Agency 
contributes atomic materials to a country, it may 
send inspectors to make sure that the materials 
are not diverted to military purposes, and may 
control by-products resulting from the use of 
the materials. That, says India, amounts to 


_ “power to interfere in the economic life of 


states which come to the Agency for aid.” Par- 
ticularly if the Agency were helping a nation 
get started in atomic power generation, India 
feels, would this capacity for “interference” 
exist. 


Proponents of the statute reply that India’s 
fears are unfounded. Once an international 
inspection system exists as a going concern in 
the Agency, they argue, the extension of it to 
“controlled and comprehensive disarmament” 
would become a more real possibility. But it 
is necessary to start somewhere, and a country 


which gets help from the Agency in developing 


atomic energy for peaceful purposes should be 
willing to accept mild supervision as a guar- 
antee against diversion of that assistance to 
military activity. 


The trouble is that the rules which would 
apply to clients of the Agency would not apply 
to nations developing atomic energy on their 
own hook. We suspect that it is a sense of dis- 
crimmation, rather than any deep fear of out- 
side economic interference, that animates the 
atomic “have-nots.” 


As India points out, the application of inter- 
national inspection to clients of the Agency 
would not in any respect reduce the military 
dangers of atomic energy in the countries where 
atomic weapons are actually concentrated. And 
indeed there is something of the ludicrous in a 
situation where the big atomic powers—primar- 
ily the United States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union—sternly insist that India and similarly 
situated nations shall forswear these military 
uses of the atom which they themselves have 
monopolized up to now. It is something like the 
three big boys on the block forbidding the use 
of slingshots to the little boys who never had 
them anyway. 

On the other hand, the international agency 
certainly would have both the right and the 
duty to safeguard its atomic materials from di- 
version to military uses. How to reconcile this 
with the rights and sensitivities of the “have- 
nots’? Perhaps. the best answer is not less 
international inspection, but more. Perhaps the 
leading task for creative statesmanship is to 
work out ways by which the “have” nations 
will submit to the same forms of: inspection 
expected to accept. . 
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Behind the Bode Resignation 

Reports that I. T. Bode was asked to resign 
as director of the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission because of political and personal pres- 
sures are disquieting to sportsmen, farmers and 
everyone concerned with a sound conservation 
program, 

Members of the Conservation Commission 
told the Post-Dispatch that Mr. Bode asked their 
advice and stated that Lt. Gov. James T. Blair 
Jr., Democratic candidate for Governor, “is out 
to get me.”’ The commissioners, feeling that Mr. 
Blair might be the next Governor, reportedly 
advised Mr. Bode to resign. He did so effective 
Jan. 1. ‘ 

Mr. Blair promptly denied he was “out to get” 
anybody connected with the conservation pro- 
gram. “If I am elected,” he said, “I will not at- 
tempt to say what the commission should do.” 


Mr. Blair was ome of the opponents of the 
Bode appointment 19 years ago, when Demo- 
cratic leaders called Mr. Bode “an Iowa Repub- 
lican.” Their efforts to inject partisanship into 
the conservation program failed. Mr. Bode's ad- 
ministration has not been perfect but he has 
resolutely kept politics aside and, to his great 
credit, withstood numerous legislative attacks 
aimed at restoring political control over con- 
servation. 

After this history the state will take Mr. 
Blair’s word not to interfere with the Conserva- 
tion Commission as a firm commitment. For 20 
years Missouri has kept politics out of conserva- 
tion. It expects the next Governor—whoever he 
may be—to continue that good record. 
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Ne Plus Ultra 


That young mountain-climber with the Excel- 
sior banner, will have to get out of the more in- 
spirational school-books to make way for Don 
James Larsen of the New York Yankees. 


Larsen proved at long, long last that perfec- 
tion is not merely an ideal, but that it is attain- 
able. He did it by pitching a perfect World 
Series game against the frustrated Brooklyn 
Dodgers without even winding up. He turned 
back 27 Bum batters in order with not a hit and 
not a walk. That was never done before in a 
World Series, and perhaps only the young may 
pray to see it done again. 


St. Louisans, if they wish, may push into the 
reflected splendor of this baseball gem since 
the 225-pound right-hander started his major 
league career here with the Browns in 1953, 
winning 7 games and losing 12. He was with 
Baltimore, naturally, the next year but won only 
three games while losing 21. He finished the next 
season in a New York uniform, Winning 9 and 
losing 2. This year his tosses toward the plate 
resulted in an 11-5 record, which hardly marked 
him as a pitching stand-out. And he was less 
than overpowering in his first appearance in 
this series, But a work of true genius needs no 
preliminary build-up, It is spontaneous, sudden 
and splendid in its singularity. 


Thus the nearest approach to Larsen’s tour 
de force came in 1947 when the Yankees’ Floyd 
Bevens held the Brooklyns for 824 innings, but 
Bevens not only missed that last out; he also 
allowed 10 bases on balls and lost the game 3-2. 
It is only fair, of -course, to say that the record- 
book lists six other perfect games—all regular- 
season affairs of long ago, some of them long, 
long ago. (Details in the sports section.) 


But for Larsen all the pressure was on, Brook- 
lyn had all boilers in line. There were two mo- 
ments when not a fan in the Yankee Stadium 
was thinking of a pitching record. They came 
when long drives by Duke Snider and Sandy 
Amoros were still headed toward the high 
seats and not yet far enough off course to land 


as they did—foul by inches. And Sal Maglie was ° 


giving Brooklyn the kind of pitching which rare- 
ly loses a ball game. But neither fine pitching 
nor sensational fielding could. prevail against 
Larsen. Only Brooklyn batting eyes could have 
stop Wd him; nee blinded, dazzled. 


And so Mr. Larsen put his second record on 
the book. Oh yes, he set another one in 1953: 
Most consecutive hits by a pitcher. 
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Conyict Hodge Takes the Stand 
Senator Fulbright made the right decision in 
turning away the cameras when ex-Auditor Or- 
ville E. Hodge, now a convict at Menard prison, 
objected to answering questions on television.

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From Dishonor to Martyrdom 

What must have been the thoughts of the 
200,000 marchers in Budapest last week as they 
passed before the coffins of four top ranking 
Communist leaders who had been executed on 
trumped up charges in 1949 by their Communist 
rivals? The informal parade differed from ail 
other public demonstrations in Budapest because 
it was spontaneous and not organized. 

On the biers, taken from unmarked and dis- 
honored graves, lay the bodies of Laszlo Rajk, 
former Foreign Minister; Maj. Gen. Georgy 
Palffy and Dr. Tibor Szoeny, members of the 
party central committee; Andras Szalai, chief of 
organizational affairs. They had been accused 
of plotting with Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia and 
aiding American intelligence organizations. They 
had all—of course—confessed in court. 

Members of the Hungarian Cabinet, led by 
President Istvan Dobi, attended the ceremonies. 
Deputy Premier Antal Apro probably expressed 
the sentiment of the day when he said: “There 
never was a more tragic duty than ours, reha- 
bilitating our degd comrades whom we cannot 
resurrect. We deeply regret that we believed 
in slandering that led to this martyrdom.” 

Erno Gero, First Secretary of the Hungarian 
Communist party and who was the only high of- 
ficial not present, commented recently that “the 
attention of the party must not be concentrated 
on the past.” Nevertheless it is likely that the 
200,000 Budapest marchers are going to be won- 
dering and puzzling on those four executions in 
1949 for a long time to come. 
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White House on the Draft 


President Eisenhower's policy statement on 
the continuation of the draft is on the whole 
excellent. The heart of the White House docu- 
ment is in these words: 


No man can foretell the duratfon of this 
need; no matter how earnestly we strive for 
peace based upon mutual confidence, the 
circumstances of today's world require 
strength to avoid war. 


As our readers know, this is the position of 
the Post-Dispatch. Indeed we have been con- 
cerned about some of the signs within the Eisen- 
hower Administration that it was placing too 
much of its reliance on nuclear bombs and 
weapons. We have been fearful lest the desire 
for economy was uppermost in the minds of 
those who controlled our defense system, Thanks 
to the investigation led by Senators Symington 
of Missouri and Jackson of Washington, addi- 
tional defense funds were voted by Congress 
and these have been accepted by Mr. Wilson, 

In the future there may come a time, as all 
the major candidates have said, when the draft 
may be ended but it is too soon to foresee it 
now. One of the primary needs is to build up the 
nation’s military reserve, as the President says 
in his statement, and the quickest way to do that 
is by means of retaining discharged draftees in 
the reserve corps. 

There was good news in Mr. Eisenhower's 
statement concerning re-enlistments. Statistics 
he quoted record an improvement in re-enlist- 
ments from 24 per cent in 1953 to 43 per cent 
in 1956, with three fourths of those this year 
for a six-year term. 

The draft does not belong in the area of po- 
litical exploitation any more than did the Ko- 
rean war. It would be a wholesome thing if 
neither side paraded these non-political, defense 
matters for partisan gain. 
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American Auto ys. Soviet Pobeda 

The cheapest Soviet Russian-made automobile 
is the Pobeda which sells for 1@9000 rubles or 
$4000 at the artificial exchange rate. Although 
it compares fairly well in some respects with 
American automobiles of 10 years ago, it is 
debatable whether its lines are as smooth as 
those of the horse-drawn droshky. Yet a fairly 
well-off Russian has to work nearly- two years 
to accrue enough rubles for a Pobeda. Then he 
needs government permission to buy the car. 

A typical American family can buy any one 
of the three lowest-priced automobiles made in 
the United States for around 25 weeks’ wages. 
Therefore it is small wonder that Muscovites 
crowded about a 1957 Ford which was flown over 
to the American embassy. They saw what Ameri- 
can industry can produce at a reasonable price— 
a car that not only excels the Pobeda but is 
within reach of people of modest means who can 
buy without government red tape restricting the 
sale, Visible evidence of this kind makes an im- 
pression that refutes a large part of the Kremlin 
propaganda concerning conditions in’ America.

Many years ago President William 
H. Vanderbilt of the New York Central 
Railroad immortalized himself in the 
American lexicon when he was reported 
to have snorted, “The public be 
damned.” 

The remark was maliciously quoted 
out of context by an irresponsible news- 
paper reporter with the intention of 
blackening the reputation of a great 
railroader, but it 
became part of 
American folklore 
as a hallmark of 
arrogant capitalism 
and has been that 
ever since. 

It rémained for 
the New York Cen- 
tral in 1956 actu- 
ally to live up to 
the implications of 
“The public be 
damned.” The Cen- 
tral, with the una- 
bashed aim of 
eventually eliminat- 
ing the passenger 
business which is its first and predomi- 
nant responsibility as a public carrier, 
has applied to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for permission to hike its 
passenger fares in so exorbitant a fash- 
ion that all and every passenger haul 
may be discontinued and the railroad 
be quit cf what it claims is a diSastrous- 
ly costly liability. 

In its plea it has been joined by the 
Pennsylvania, a road never distin- 
guished for its public relations, and by 
several minor carriers. 

The Baltimore and Ohio, “Mother of 
American Railroads,” and noted as a 
smart, conservative operation, has dis- 
claimed all association in this monstrous 
folly. 

Granted the railroads have a very 
real source of grief in a branch of the 
operations which they claim loses an 
over-all half billion dollars a year, and 
granted that the Federal Government is 
open to the gravest sort of criticism for 
its barefaced subsidy of competitive 
forms of transport, notably the air lines, 
the way to mend a bad situation isn't 


a oil 
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by alienating every branch and class 
of the public with a swift kick in the 
teeth. This, however, is the technique 
devised by the Central’s overlord, Rob- 
ert Young, a midget with Napoleon aspi- 
rations. 

Railroad bookkeeping is among the 
most complicated in the world, and it 
is no trick at all to make red ink bright- 
er and charge against the culpable pas- 
senger hauls a multitude of expenses 
that should be shared by the profitable 
freight department. Nor does every 
business in the world attempt to elimi- 
nate altogether its every out of pocket 
cost-and intangible such as, for example, 
advertising. 

Should the railroads be allowed to 
make their passenger business so un- 
attractive as eventually to eliminate it 
altogether, they will be committing the 
most flagrant sort of suicide. They 
will have repudiated their first and pre- 
dominant function. 

The public will turn on the railroads 
and accomplish their utter destruction 
by every means of legislation, taxation 
and boycott. And the carriers will have 
invited it. 

It ‘is entirely possible that at some 
future date a generation will come into 
being which accepts air travel as a nor- 
mal, safe and conventional mode of 
transport, but there are millions of 
Americans alive today who will never 
set foot in a flying machine and rail- 
roads are their only means of getting 
over considerable distances. 

If railroad passenger service survives 
the sabotage it will be thanks to the 
foresight and good sense of such roads 
as the B. and O. which will have no part 
in the suicide pact. 

Rail travel has a long and honorable 
tradition and Americans are not likely 
to stand by idly and see gratuitously 
destroyed at the whim of a-few willful 
opportunists the institution that made 
America a continental possibility. If 
the stockholders of the Central and the 
Pennsy have the slightest regard for 
their equities, they will toss into the 
discard the administrations whose every 
act has been toward making their prop- 
erty worthless.

When the AFL-CIO Executive Coun- 
cil cited one union to show cause why 
it should not be suspended for corrupt 
domination and two others fer full in- 
vestigation, it moved to protect the in- 
terests of 170,000 wage-earners.

New Light on the Cardinal 
IN SILENCE | SPEAK, by George N. Shuster (Far- 

rar, Straus & Cudahy, 29% pgs., $4.50.) 

Im this retelling of Cardinal Minds- 
zenty’s arrest, trial by a people’s court 
in 1949, and imprisonfnent by the Hun- 
garian Communist Government, George 
N. Shuster has not been able to add 
anything of major importance to what 
has already been reported in the news- 
papers. He would obviously encounter 
difficulties in gathering fresh informa- 
tion. Most of it, he says, came to him 
second or third hand. 

He relies on the Rev. Dr. Joseph Vec- 
sey for much of his material. Vecsey 
grew up in the care of the Cardinal’s 
family and was forced to escape from 
Hungary in 1952. He accompanied the 
Cardinal’s mother on some of her visits 
to her son during his imprisonment. 

Shuster does manage, however, to 
clear up somewhat the Cardinal’s “re- 
lease” from prison 
at the time of the 
Geneva conference. 
According to the 
book, the Cardinal 
was removed, not 
released, from a 
penal prison to a 
castle, where he 
was confined in 
comfort. 

Earlier this year, 
Shuster points out, 
when the Govern- 
ment was anxious 
to consolidate its 
Cardinal Mindszenty Sains in the coun- 

try, the Cardinal 


was offered freedom on condition that ~ 


he indorse the so-called “Peace Priest” 
movement and the new place of the 
Hungarian Catholic Church under al- 
most complete domination by the Gov- 


ernment. The Cardinal refused and has - 


since been returned to a less comfort- 
able prison. 


A large portion of the book is de- 
voted to describing what the Commu- 
nist Government accomplished in Hun- 
gary since the end of World War II. 
For students of government, it presents 
a worthwhile study. 


By nationalizing Catholic parochial 
schools, of which there were many, 
liquidating the church’s leading clergy, 
and replacing them with “Peace 
Priests—usually subordinates or “dis- 
appointed office-seekers”—the Govern- 
ment has effectively and seriously weak- 
ened the position of the church, both 
Catholic and Protestant. ° 

The book has an interesting chapter 
on the methods used by the Govern- 
ment in impressing the youth of Hun- 
gary into the Communist movement. 
Particularly interesting is the descrip- 
tion of a youth camp operated by the 
Communist party. 

Though an informative book, it is un- 
fortunately pretty dull reading.

All of the time, however, 4 fate 
over which he has no control is chart- 
ing his course toward ‘an inexorable 
rendezvous. 

The author presents Jack Burns as a 
cowboy riding out of the past into the 
Machine Age of modern civilization—a 
latter day Don Quixote jousting with 
the windmills of fate.

Larsen’s No-Spectacular, 
_« New School of Pitching. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 9. 
ON JAMES LARSEN 
pitehed a no-hit game yes- 
terday, the first in World 
series , and the huge 
young Man, six-feet-four and 
225 may well have 
started a new school of pitch- 
ing, as a result of his spectac- 
ular nce. 

The school may be known 
as simplified pitching, or 
Larsen’s no-spectacular school. 
The results Donald James 
achieved were spectacular, 
but the way he did it was 
about as spectacular as rock- 
ing in a rubber-tired rocking 
chair on a well-padded veran- 
da. 


Larsen’s way of pitching 
will confound, confuse and 
shame the average pitching 
instructor, In recent years 
especially, young pitchers 
have been told that they must 
go through as many maneu- 
vers as possible to distract 
the batter. Herm Wehmeier, 
for instance, had considerable 
success with the Cardinals, 
after he had been put through 
pitching courses by Coach 
Bill Posedel. Wehmeier, un- 
der instructions, learned sev- 
eral ballet dancer’ kicks, 
raised his foot into full view 
of the batter, meantime hid- 
ing the ball and his back 
swing behind the big dog. 

Paul Derringer was one of 
the first of that raise-the- 
foot school of pitching. Vine- 
gar Bend Mizell spent many 
hours learning to give the bat- 
ter a fine view of one big 
foot, then a glance at his rear 
bumper department, so that 
when the ball finally came 
into the picture, the batter 
would be surprised. 


Much time is devoted, too, 
during instruction of pitchers, 
to the development of a wind- 
mill windup. Dizzy Dean had 
a great windup and so did 
Bobo Newsom. Sometimes 
they gave the batter a double 
or triple take of the wind- 
mill motion and the batter 
would be so intrigued, trying 
to guess just when that fel- 
low out there on the mound 
was going to untangle him- 
self and let the ball go, that 
the business of trying to hit 
the ball would be forgotten. 

They tried to teach Donald 
James Larsen some of those 
tricks, but he wasn’t doing 
too well and finally, near the 
end of the current season, he 
decided to do a little experi- 
menting. He just put his right 
arm back in throwing position 
and fired the ball to his catch- 
er. No windup, no windmill 
motion, no kicking of the 
foot, no hiding his right hand 
behind him for a few seconds 
to make the batter guess what 
it was all about. He just 
threw the ball. 


Don Had Best Record 
Of Staff in September. 


ARSEN began to win more 
L, easity than he ever had 

done before. He had the 
best record, hifs per inning 
and runs per game, of any 
Yankee pitcher during Septem- 
ber. ; 
That was the Larsen who 
pitched with such spectacular 
effect, and such unspectacular 
foftm, that his name will go 
into the record book as the 
first pitcher ever to hurl a 
perfect game, no runs, no- 
body to reach first base, in 
World Series competition. 

Larsen seemed to be the 
most relaxed person in the 
ball park. Even in the ninth 
inning, when as he admitted 
afterward in the clubhouse, 
he was nervous, too, you, 
never would have guessed it. 
He just stood there, leisurely 
got his sign from Lawrence 
Peter Berra, and threw with 
about the same ease or ab- 
sence of spectacular motion 
as a dowager throwing a dart 
at a cocktail party. 

Now they are saying it, of 
course. Larsen is hiding the 
ball, not behind his back, but 
against the white of his uni- 
form. A new. school of 
thought. See. 

We've been watching base- 
bal] and World Series games 
for a long time. We can recall 
only one pitcher who threw 
with the ease and lack of clap- 
trap motion that accompanies 
Larsen’s pitching. Grover 
Cleveland Alexander threw 
that way. He just looked, saw 
where the batter was stand- 
ing and fired the ball. Lar- 
sen’s pitching, and Alexan- 
der’s, might be compared to 
the swing of a golfer who 
uses only about one-third of a 
backswing. 

Larsen, of course, has a 
buggy-whip arm, and while he 
was fooling aroufd until he 
finally found the style natural 
to him and therefore obvious- 
ly best, he learned to throw 
a curve. Not much of a curve, 
but a sharp curve. And he 
learned to throw a slider, a 
thing that Frankie Frisch used 
to call a nickel curve. And 
Larsen also mastered a change 
of pace.‘Several times, as he 
was turning back 27 Brookiyn 
Dodgers in succession, he 
changed speeds. And he made 
good batters like Duke Snider, 
Gil Hodges, Roy Campanella 
and Peewee Reese look fool- 
ish at the plate, as foolish as 
a man who tries to swat a fly 
and then discovers he _ is 
swinging with only the handle 
of the swatter. 

“Tt was Larsen’s own idea,”

THE OTHER DAY I was sent 
information on a long study on 
“Emotions, Motives and the 
Woman Voter,” by two profes- 
sors, Edward M. Bennett and 
Harriett Goodwin, of Tufts Uni- 
versity. 

These studies seem to be 
largely in the form of tests. 
Words are put down and women 
are asked to attach the most 
descriptive words to certain 
feelings or conditions. 

How reliable these tests are 
is a question in my mind, for 
I have never felt that the wom- 
an voter could be studied apart 
from the man voter. One reacts 
on the other, and the motives 
and emotions which make peo- 
ple vote one way or another is 
more complicated, I think, than 
these tests would lead you to 
believe. 

I doubt if the tests really an- 
swer the questions of why and 
how women votg, but, they may 
be a beginning which will en- 
able us to find a way to give 
women more incentive to vote. 
That, to me, is the most im- 
portant thing, for no democracy 
can succeed unless its citizens 
take an active part in the gov- 
ernment and the political ma- 
chines which make the govern- 
ment work.

This past summer, Sonnen- 
feld returned to Europe again, 
and with much happier expe- 
riences. 

“Vienna is still not the gay 
city it once was,” he says, “but 
people are much mofe cheer- 
ful now. Three years ago they 
were afraid. Now the Russians 
are gone, they no longer have 
to talk in whispers; now they 
can talk out loud. They are 
dressed better, everyone seems 
more prosperous, and the town 
was filled with tourists, not only 
from the United States but all 
over the world, especially the 
Middle East.” 

He has never regretted for 
a moment that he came to 
America—as he says in his 
book—and during this last trip, 
he was convinced that he is 
finally Americanized. 


“We always spoke German in 
our home,” he says, “because 
my grandmother came from 
Saxony. In Vienna this summer 
I went into a restaurant, where 
in one corner was a group of 
Italians, in another a group of 
Germans, and so on, a very 
cosmopolitan place. To estab- 
lish myself with the waiter, I 
spoke to him in German. He 
smiled and answered me, in 
perfect English.”

When it comes to 
a President, security matters 
are often involved, so that it is 
even less likely he will bring 
his problems home. 

I suppose many people will 
feel that I do have fascinating 
memories or anecdotes about 
such things that I am withhold- 
ing, but this simply isn’t true. 
When Gen. MacArthur was re- 
called from the Far East in 
1951 this matter came up in 
every press conference or 
wherever a reporter could get 
my ear, not only in America 
but in Europe. I happened to 
be singing a concert in Dallas, 
Tex., the night my father decid- 
ed to bring Gen. MacArthur 
home, but if I had been in 
Washington, I would probably 
have read the news in the 
paper, just as I did in Dallas. 
My father made such decisions 
alone—on his knees, I imagine. 


It was now settled that Drucie 
Snyder Horton and I would sail 
on the U.S.S. United States on 
July 3 for Europe. We had our 
passports and our plans. It had 
been a long time since Dru and 
I had gallivanted off together. 
Our itinerary included England, 
Ireland, Scotland, Wales, Switz- 
erland, France, Austria, Ger- 
many, Denmark, Sweden, Fin- 
land and Norway.

It was in Paris on July 26 
at 6:30 a.m., that I received a 
telephone message that Gov.

My father had long 
since announced that he would 
not run again, and this made 
it official. The days were now 
literally numbered until we 
would be private citizens again, 
and there was joy and sorrow 
mixed in my_ feeling. 

In Stockholin I was taken on 
a tour of the City Hall and it 
was here an incident occurred 
which received such worldwide 
publicity. My Secret Service 
agents were accused of “rough- 
ing up” newsmen and photog- 
raphers who wanted to take a 
picture of me. There was not 
a word of truth in the Swedish 
newspaper reports about this 
matter. I feel the incident was 
fomented for some reason that 
I have never been able to un- 
derstand,

OST of my press in Sweden 

had been quite flattering, 

but two or three of the pa- 
pers now turned on me and 
printed the most cruel and tire- 
some witticisms, such as “Miss 
Truman is in no danger of her 
life here—she does not plan to 
sing!” or “The King of Sweden 
arrived today. He needs no 
armed bodyguard.” 

While I think the less said 
about.this matter, even at this 
late date, the better, I would 
like to state that Hans Melin, 
the Swedish police officer who 
had been assigned to assist the 
three FBI agents assigned to 
me, denied categorically the en- 
tire story, and stated for the 
record that my guards were un- 
armed, but that he himself was 
armed. At the end of the report, 
Officer Melin said, “Finally it 
should be stated that the offi- 
cers from the FBI are not only 
what the newspapers call ‘body- 
guards’ but also handle baggage, 
meals, hotel accommodations 
and other tasks connected with 
the journey. During their stay 
in Sweden they have in no way 
and at no time resorted to any 
police measures against either 
Swedish or foreign citizens. 
Whenever such measures have 
seemed warranted, 1 myself 
have taken them.”

I might have gone through 
all the public rooms, sentimen- 
tally remembering so much 
that had transpired in them— 
the faces of the people I had 
met, the waltzes I had waltzed, 
the words that had been said to 
me—but there wasn’t time. The 
car was waiting, and in an hour 
or so the new Incumbent would 
take the oath. 

“Come on,” Mother said to 
me, and we went out into the 
January cold. We didn’t talk 
much. I know that Mother was 
already thinking of the peace 
and familiarity of 219 North 
Delaware street, without the 
burden of responsibility she 
had endured for so many years. 
I was thinking about New York 
and all I had to do next week. 

It had been widely prophe- 
sied that when my father got 
out of the White House, my 
so-called career would fold and 
the public would lose interest 
in plain Margaret Truman. 
Since I had done everything I 
could think of not to trade on 
my father’s position and to 
stand on my own feet from the 
beginning, I felt more opti- 
mistic than the gossipers. I do 
not believe that hard work 
goes astray, and I knew that I 
had worked. I was willing to 
go on working. 

i continued my singing les- 
sons. I continued to fulfill the 
bookings that my manager, Jim 
Davidson, arranged for me. I 
continued to appear on tele- 
vision and on the radio. I 
served at benefits and made 
public appearances that seemed 
judicious and I found that my 
calendar was just as crowded 
as it had been when my father 
was President. 


The routine of my life 
changed very little. Mr, Dorsey 
(Miss Truman’s Secret Service 
bodyguard) ceased to trail me, 
and I no longer required a 
chaperon. I lived alone in my 
apartment, made breakfast and 
sometimes dinner, did my per- 
sonal laundry in the bathroom, 
ran scales, was coached in lan- 
guages, rehearsed and  per- 
formed. My Washington beaux 
got up to New York now and 
then and I found that I had 
many friends in New York. 

I worked all the summer of 
1953. I did all sorts of shows 
and appreciated the experience. 
I had now had the opportunity 
to do interviews, guest appear- 
ances, straight drama, variety, 
singing, dancing and comedy 
with such people as Milton 
Berle, Martha Raye, Tallulah 
Bankhead, Ed Sullivan and 
Jimmy Durante, and appeared 
on various panel shows such as 
“What's My Line?”

PARTICULARLY enjoyed 
| the shows where I was per- 

mitted to read lines, sing 
and dance, even clown. A good 
many people have expressed 
the opinion that it was beneath 
my dignity to clown, but it now 
seemed to me that my dignity 
was my own affair. This may 
have been a nice way of saying 
that I’m not good at it, but I

tinued to try to answer it. No 
provision is made by the Gov- 
ernment for this exigency when 
a President becomes a private 
citizen, but other private citi- 
zens expect to have their letters 
answered. 

The big excitement of the 
spring of 1954 was my proposed 
first appearance on the legiti- 
mate stage.

OME of the happiest mo- 

ments of my life were spent 

in the rehearsal of this play. 
I love rehearsals, when a whole 
imaginary world begins to take 
shape before your very eyes 
and you find yourself turning 
into the character you are play- 
ing. From the first readings on 
the bare stage to the final dress 
rehearsal the progress of the 
play is thrilling. Then you dis- 
cover how one little bit of busi- 
ness may expose a whole facet 
of the author’s character; how 
an inflection in the voice can 
change the entire meaning of a 
scene. 

The play was to tour the sum- 
mer straw-hat circuit and we 
opened at the Pocono Play- 
house in Mount Hope, Pa., on 
June 28, 1954. You may remem- 
ber that this was the same day 
on which my father was stricken 
with a very sudden and critical 
illness and had to undergo ma- 
jor surgery. He waked up in the 
night in severe pain from what 
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it turned out to be a gall blad- 
der attack. Fortunately, they 
got him to the hospital in. time. 

When Mother called me, I 
thought only of canceling my 
debut in a stage role and get- 
ting home. Mother and Dad 
both firmly opposed this. Dad 
was going to be all right. I must 
not alter my plans. Just before 
the curtain I was called to the 
telephone and a telegram, pur- 
porting to be signed by my 
mother, was read to me. The 
message said that my father was 
very low and that I was to come 
at once. I was frantic, but since 
I had been in constant touch 
with the damily by telephone, 
there was something not quite 
right about this telegram.

CALLED home immediately 
J ana Mother had not sent me a 

telegram. Everything was as 
well as could be expected there. 
Dad was improving. I then set 
out to check the local telegraph 
office. No such telegram had 
been received. I came to the 
conclusion that some fiendish 
ill-wisher had concocted this 
grim joke just to upset me. I 
went out on the stage deter- 
mined to show whoever it was. 
The play seemed to go well. I 
got five curtain calls. 

After the Christmas holidays, 
in Independence, I returned to 
New York to attend the inaugu- 
ration of Averell Harriman as 
Governor of New York in Al- 
bany. I had worked in his cam- 
paign. When I was making pub- 
lic appearances in an effort to 
get votes for Mr. Harriman, the 
old rumor that I was going in 
for a political career came up 
again. 

I expect to work for the 
Democratic party whenever I 
see fit, but I never expect to 
run for office. I have no ambi- 
tion to be a Congresswoman or 
even a committeewoman. Aside 
from the pitfalls and agonies of 
these careers, which I am in a 
position to know, I do not feel 
especially equipped for such 
jobs. I feel that my role is to 
lend a hand, not enter the 
arena. 

Along with the rumors about 
my political career were rumors 
about political match-making. 
The fact that I had been seen 
in the company of Mr. Steven- 
son during the campaign and 
the inaugural ceremonies re- 
vived the gossip. The fact that 
Gov. Robert Meyner of New Jer- 
sey was known to have taken 
me to dinner induced the Cas- 
sandras of the press to predict 
our engagement. 

One of the things about this 
sort of romantic publicity which 
I don't believe I had mentioned 
is its effect on my other beaux. 
One man I enjoyed knowing 
stopped calling entirely.

Good Habits 


In Walking 
Aid Figure

E take walking for granted 
W is really a most 


bust rests on your ribs, your 
shoulders are rounded and your 
neck sticks out forward, your 
silhouette is not going to be at- 
tractive. You can actually de- 
crease your waist measurement 
and increase your bust meas- 
urement simply by improving 


your posture.
